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1 . Claim 49 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2, "mon 
omer" should be "monomer". Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 58, 159, 207-219 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 207, line 11, "to allow" is unclear — does the dispenser perform the 
dispensing steps as claimed, or is the device merely capable of such? Is the device 
operative to perform the steps, or is the claim language merely an intended use 
statement? For purposes of examination, the claims have been interpreted as the 
claiming an apparatus operative to perform the steps. In claims 58 and 159, it is 
unclear how "presynthesized polymer" (aren't all polymers "presynthesized in some 
manner?) limits the claim or how polyurethane, polyester, polycarbonate, polyurea, 
polyamide, polyethyleneimine or polyacetate constitute ligands as defined in the 
specification. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims pending have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
